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Operation NAPOLEON, a one Marine Corps battalion search 
and destroy operation in the area just below the 1)MZ ended at 
5:00 PM EST, 29 January. The previous day, ten miles north 
northwest o£ Quang Tri, in the same operation tactical air 
strike mission on an unknown size enemy force located in 
bunkers and out in the open, killed 24 enemy. Cumulative 
results of the NAPOLEON operation are US Marines, 35 killed 
and 204 wounded with 242 enemy killed, 75 detained, 12 indivi- 
dual and six crow-served weapons seized. 

At 5:00 PM EST on 29 January, Operation SALINE, also a 
one Marine Corps battalion search and destroy operation 
commenced in the same area where Operation NAPOLEON ended. 

Results of the operation include casualties received by the 
battalion operating in the same general area since 23 Jan and 
not previously reported. US Marine casualties are. 15 killed, 

66 wounded while 100 of the enemy have been killed and ten 
detained. 

Yesterday afternoon an updated report concerning the 

enemy attack on the city of Quang Tri indicates elements of , 

the 1st Brigade and 1st Cavalry Division have rejected elements 

of two enemy battalions from the city. Enemy forces were 

reported moving out of city wearing civilian clothes over their 

uniforms. The city is reported to be quiet and secured by 
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US forces. 

Five miles south of Quang Tri Landing Zone Sharron 
received IS rounds of mortar at 2: IS AM EST on 31 January. 
Tactical air strikes and artillery were directed against the 
attackers. Three US Marines were wounded and 19 enemy were 
killed. Three crew-served weapons were destroyed. 

In Operation JEB STUART on 30 January at 2:45 PM airborne 
elements of the US Army received 50 rounds of 60-mm or 82-mm 
mortar fire within their landing zone. The 15th Medical Tent 
received a direct hit, flashes were observed by an army outpost 
and the enemy positions were fired on by artillery and mortar. 
Four US soldiers were killed and eight wounded in the attack. 

In the same operation an army company en.ga.god an unknown size 
enemy force 12 miles south of Hue and killed 24 of the enemy. 
There were no friendly casualties. 

On 31 January at 10:05 PM EST the Phu Loc area, 33 miles 
southeast of Phu Bai, came under attack by an unknown size enemy 
force employing small arms, automatic weapons and mortar fire. 
The contact continued until yesterday morning at 9:00 AM EST. 

The Phu Loc District Headquarters and the village are reported 
secure. Reports still indicate an unknown size enemy threat 
remains in the general area. US Marines had one killed and 51 
wounded. 31 of the' enemy were killed. 

The city of Hue continues to be occupied by the enemy. 

At 12:30 AM EST this morning the South Vietnamese (ARVN) forces 
are sweeping the arfca in heavy contact. ARVN airborne arc also 
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moving towards the northeast sector to the airfield. The 
HACV compound and 1st ARVN headquarters arc still secure. 

U.S. forces are maintaining blocking positions to the southwest 
of the city. 

Around Da Nang activity has been widespread. On 30 
January 23 miles northwest of the city a US Marine Corps 
reconnaissance team, obsei'ved an unknown-size enemy force. They 
called in tactical air strikes and mortar fire resulting in 15 
enemy killed. There were no friendly casualties. 

On 29 and 30 January, a company of US Marines conducted 
a sweep one and a. half miles southeast of the Da Nang Airfield. 
They were supported by artillery and tactical acft strikes. One 
US Marine was killed and 4 wounded. 85 of the enemy were killed, 
91 detained, 15 individual weapons and three crew-served weapons 
were seized. • 

Several contacts by US Army units in Operation WHEELER/ 
WALLOWA have been reported. In the first contact on 30 January, 

20 miles northwest, of Chu Lai, a armored cavalry troops engaged 
an unknown. size enemy force near Highway 1. One US soldier was 
killed and two wounded. 57 of the enemy were killed. 

The second contact took place on 1 February 23 miles west 
•southwest of An Hoa after an artillery mission had been fired. An 
army company conducting a sweep into the area shortly after 12:30 
AM EST made contact with the enemy. There were no US casualties. 
30 of the enemy wore killed, 20 were wounded and detained. 
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In the third contact at 8: SO PM EST on 30 January, six 
miles northwest of Tam Ky an army company made contact with 12 
•enemy. 7 enemy were hilled with no tlS casualties. 

The fourth contact by another company was a few minutes 
later two miles further south with an unknown size force, US 
Army had one killed and six wounded. The enemy had 58 killed. 

In. Operation MUSCATINE on 31 January there were two 
significant engagements. The first occurred ten miles northeast 
of Quang Ngai City. A US Army company engaged an estimated 
ISO enemy. The company was supported by armed helicopters and 
artillery. 44 of the enemy was killed. The second engagement 
was five miles northeast of Quang Ngai City another US Army 
company engaged an unknown size enemy force and killed 18 enemy. 
There were no US casualties. 

Twenty three milos south southeast of Quang Ngai City 
elements of the US Army 23d Infantry Division received 
approximately 16 rounds of 82-mm mortar fire. One US soldier 
was wounded. Three OH-23 and five U$-1E helicopters were 
damaged. 

On 31 January '5 nautical miles east of Dak To an estimated 
enemy battalion attacked the village of Tan Canh. A US Army 
two-battalion reaction force was committed with artillery and 
tactical air in support. The enemy broke contact leaving 39 
killed, one detained and five weapons behind. Friendly casualties 
were two US and five ARVN wounded. 
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As of 2:00 PM yesterday in Konturn City the MACV compound 
and 43rd Signal Battalion compound received mortar, rocket and 
automatic weapons fire. The friendly forces are receiving AC-47 
and gunship support. As of 6:00 PM 1 February the airfield was 
receiving sporadic fire and was only open for emergency use. 

Elements of one US Army battalion and an ARVN battalion made 

contact with an estimated enemy regiment north of the city at 
7:4S PM EST 1 February. There was heavy fighting within the 
city but all friendly installations and compounds remain in 
friendly hands. A US Army reinforcement battalion has completed 
helilift into the city. Friendly casualties are 22 killed 
(seven US, 12 ARVN, ithree CIDG), 83 wounded (37 US, 31 ARVN, 
four CIDG, 11 unknown evacuated). 625 enemy were killed, 12 
detained and 74 individual weapons seized. 

. An update concerning the enemy attack against the city of 

Qui Nhon indicates that as of 4:00 PM EST on 31 January the city 

still has pockets of enemy resistance in the western part; how- 
ever, a attack against the military police station was repulsed. 

A South Vietnamese battalion reinforced with paramilitary units, 
is sweeping part of the city while a Korean battalion has secured 
the northern part. 

On 31 January at 10:40 PM F,ST the village of Tan An 26 
miles southwest of Plciku received an intense mortar attack 
followed by a ground attack by an unknown enemy force. Regional 
and Popular force elements, supported by tactical air strikes, 
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artillery and AC-47, gunships defended the village. Two US Army 
companies reinforced and engaged the enemy who broke contact at 
1:00 AM EST on 1 February. One ARVN wounded. 208 enemy were 
killed> 203 detained. Six individual weapons were captured.

At 1:07 PM EST 1 Fobruary Phan Thiet received a mortar 
attack followed by a ground attack. Artillery, AC -47 aircraft 
and gunships supported. A US Army company was helilifted into 
a blocking position north of the city. A second US company 
commenced a - sweeping operation south of the- city to link up with 
the company occupying the blocking position. At 7:30 PM EST 
friendly forces engaged in heavy contact north, northeast and 
northwest of the city. As of 9:30 PM the two US companies had 
not completed a join up. An ARVN company is enroute to 
reinforce and action is \inder way to secure the airfield. The 
US and Vietnamese compounds have not came under attack although 
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thei*e is sporadic small arms fire in the city. Casualties are: 
six ‘ARVN killed, 45 wounded (14- US Army, SI ARVN - 3 evacuated) 
120 of the enemy killed, 20 detained. There were 36 individual 
weapons and seven crew-served weapons seized. 

On 31 January, 25 miles north-northwest of Saigon an 
unknown size enemy force attacked tho Ben Cat subsector compound. 
A US Army reaction force was inserted and the enemy broke contact 
leaving 42 killed and 21 weapons behind. Thirteen ARVN were 
killed, five US and 21 ARVN were wounded. 

An update in the Saigon (Cholon) fighting is sporadic 
sniper fire throughout Saigon, mainly in the Cholon area.

At 8:45 PM EST on 31 January a US Army infantry" battalion 
made contact with an enemy force of unknown-size 12 miles north 
of Saigon. Armed helicopters were used in support. The enemy 
broke contact at. 5:30 AM EST on 1 February. Five US were killed 

and 32 wounded. 197 of the enomy were killed. 
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Nine nautical wiles southwest of Phu Cuong, armed helicopters 
attacked an enemy force of unknown site under fire at 1:00 AM EST 
yestei'day. One US was wounded and 93 enemy were killed. 

At S:30 AM EST 1 February the 4th VNMC battalion engaged 
an unknown-size enemy force less than one mile northeast of Tan 
Son Nhut. Tactical air and AC-47 aircraft supported. Seven 
ARVN were killed and 52 were wounded; enemy losses are 100 killed 
and 33 individual weapons seized. 

On 1 February, 38 miles east-southeast of Saigon a ARVN 
ranger battalion engaged an unknown size enemy force in and 
around the town of Ba Ria. ARVN artillery is supporting the 
continuing contact, Tentative results are: seven ARVN 

killed, 48 wounded (2 US, 6 Aust, 44 ARVN); 120 enemy killed, 

3 detained, 35 individual and 2 crew-served weapons captured. 

ARVN intelligence reported light weapons cache in a textile 
factory one nautical mile west of Tan Son Nhut. US tactical air 
-and armed helicopters took the building under fire. After 
completion of the attack US infantry swept the building and area. 

No friendly force lost. Enemy lost 162 killed and 100 individual 
and crew-served weapons seized. 

Moc Hoa, located 52 miles northeast of Can Tho was attacked 
at 3:30 PM EST 1 February by an unknown-size enemy force 
supported by mortar fire. The airfield was damaged and fixed 
wing aircraft cannot land. The town is defended by a US Special 
Forces detachment. Civilian Irregular Defense Group, and Regional/ 
Popular forces. The enemy was reported to be within the city at 


4:03 PM EST, 1 February. 
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Sa Dec, located 18 miles north of Can Tho, was reported 
under attack by an estimated two companies of VC. A US Army 
battalion, was deployed in the city. Yesterday by 3:15 PM EST 
the area was quiet but an estimated 200 enemy are located in the 
southwest portion of the city. Results arc unknown. 

Update information on the attack on Ben Tro indicates 
there is still light contact with the enemy. Two enemy battalions 
are estimated to be within the city. An ammunition resupply was 
flown to the city at 1:00 AM EST on 1 February. Two companies 
of US 9th Infantry Division are now in Ben Tro. ARVN forces 
present include two battalions of the 10th Infantry Regiment 
the 10th Reconnaissance Company, and the Headquarters Company of 
the 10th Infantry Regiment. On 1 February at 3:15 PM EST a phone 
call from MACV revealed that the town was now quiet. Cumulative 
results: 14 ARVN killed, 150 civilians killed, 23 wounded (un- 
specified), ISO enemy killed in action. 

An update of information on the attack on Vinh Long 
indicates the Vinh Long Airfield and city are reported being 
harassed by small bands. The fuel storage area was on fire and 
aircraft are being refueled at Can Tho. The US Navy base has 
been reoccupied. The city of Vinh Long is being cleared of the 


enemy by friendly forces. 

An update of information on the attack on Can Tho 
indicates the 3d battalion, ARVN regiment and one ARVN Ranger 
company, supported by gunships, engaged an unknown-size force 
in small groups. The 2d Battalion of the same regiment 
reinforced and fighting was reduced to scattered contacts 
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throughout the city. At 3:15 PM EST 1 February the city was 
reported quiet with no enemy in town. Cumulative friendly 
results: 26 killed (6 US, 20 ARVN) , 35 wounded (14 US, 21 ARVN) . 
The enemy had 120 killed, SS detained and 85 individual weapons 
seized. 

Vinh Loi 44 nautical miles south of Can Tho has one enemy 
platoon near the edge of the city. The subsector is conducting 
clearing operations. Cumulative results: two ARVN killed, two 
wounded; 70 enemy killed, six detained and six individual 
weapons seized. 

Quari Long has been subjected to a small-arms and mortar 
attack. An ARVN battalion made contact with an estimated 
enemy company. As of 10:04 AM EST 1 February the enemy was 
reported cleared from the town. There were 21 ARVN killed, and 
45 wounded, 208 enemy were killed, 38 detained, and 108 
individual weapons seized. 

The MACV report for the period from 5:00 AM BST, 29 
January to 8:00 PM EST, 1 February list the following casualty 
figures: 
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Seven B-S2 missions, involving 46 sorties were flown 
against enemy troop concentrations and fortifications in the 
Khe Sank area between 7:49 AM EST yesterday morning - and 4 : S 7 AM 
EST this morning. 

All scheduled. ROLLING THUNDER 57 ALFA sorties were again 
cancelled because of poor operational weather in the target 
areas. 
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
